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Former three-time Golden Glove Champion, 
Larry Hazzard, Sr. was the chief boxing referee in 
New Jersey when he was appointed as 
Commissioner to the Athletic Control Board in late 
1985 by Governor Tom Kean, and by every subse- 
quent Governor. 


Born in Newark, NJ, Hazzard first took an inter- 
est in boxing as an elementary school student in 
Newark in the 1950’s. The greatest legends in box- 
ing, including Joe Louis and Sugar Ray Robinson, 
inspired him to seek a career in boxing. Not only did 
he admire their abilities in boxing, but also their 
contributions to mankind. 


While attending Central High School in Newark, 
Hazzard also reached the peak of his amateur box- 
ing career. A three-time Golden Glove Champion in 
the 1960’s, he also.won the New Jersey State A.A.U. 
Championship during the same time period. 


In 1967 he began his noted career as a referee. 
During his spare time, he refereed amateur boxing 
throughout the tri-state area. 


Hazzard earned an Associate of Arts Degree 
from Essex County College in 1970 and a Bachelor 
of Arts Degree (cum laude) from Montclair State 
College in 1973. That same year, he accepted his 
first teaching job at Arts High School as a Physical 
Education and Health Instructor. 


In 1978 Hazzard began his professional referee- 
ing career and at the same time enrolled in the grad- 
uate program at Montclair State. He received his 
Master’s Degree in Administration and Supervision 
of Education in 1980. Subsequently, he became Vice 
Principal at Westside High School in Newark and 
Principal of Broadway Junior High School in 
Newark. 


Quantas Magazine and Timex Corporation elect- 
ed him “Referee of the Year” in 1983. By 1985, he 
had refereed numerous world championship fights 
in every weight class around the world, involving 
some of the greatest boxers of the modern boxing 
era. 


He was sworn in as Athletic Commissioner for 
the State of New Jersey on February 27, 1986. 
Under Hazzard’s leadership, New Jersey has 
emerged as a major world boxing venue. It is recog- 
nized as having the most comprehensive rules, reg-

As Commissioner, Hazzard is recognized world- 
wide as a leader and authority in the boxing indus- 
try. His efforts to establish rules and regulations that 
maximize safety during competitions, as well as the 
establishment of a Boxer Pension and Retirement 
Plan have been the motivating forces to encourage 
other boxing governing organizations to do likewise. 
He has also been responsible for worldclass boxing 
officiating changes. 


Hazzard has conducted numerous refereeing . 


seminars for world sanctioning organizations and 
state commissions around the country, and is a fre- 
quent guest on various television and radio pro- 
grams involving boxing. He has also lectured to 
graduate students of Sports Administration at 
Temple University in Philadelphia, PA, and has been 
the subject of numerous magazine and newspaper 
articles involving the progressive and innovative 
administration of professional boxing. 


On November 14, 1986, Hazzard was inducted 


into the New Jersey Boxing Hall of Fame. In 1989 
he was voted “Boxing Commissioner of the Year" 
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by the World Boxing Association. He is often men- 
tioned as the best choice for National Commissioner 
of Boxing. On June 13, 1991, Hazzard was inducted 
into the Newark Athletic Hall of Fame. The New 
Jersey Sports Writers Association inducted Hazzard 
into its Hall of Fame on February 2, 1992 for his 
outstanding career as a boxing referee and commis- 
sioner. 

Hazzard is a distinguished member in good 
standing with every major boxing organization 
throughout the world, including the World Boxing 
Council, World Boxing Association, International 
Boxing Federation, World Boxing Union, 
International Boxing Councils, 
Boxing Federation, United States Boxing 
Association, and the World Boxing Organization.

King's fame as the greatest boxing 
promoter of all time skyrocketed further 
on June 28, 1997 with "The Sound and 
the Fury: Holyfield-Tyson |l," the most suc- 
cessful boxing event in the history of the 
sport in which Evander Holyfield 
retained his World Boxing Association 
(WBA) heavyweight title after defeating 
Mike Tyson in three rounds. Reportedly, 
almost two million households nation- 
wide, along with closed-circuit viewers in 
110 countries, watched this much talked 
about event in which Tyson was disquali- 
fied for twice biting his opponent's ear. 


FCCDC founder Carolyn Kelley 
arranged Don King's visit to Newark to 
bring attention to the facility she estab- 
lished in 1992.

Celeste Bateman, Carolyn Kelley and Don King 
physical fitness training. According to 
the Center's executive director, Arthur 
Frozier, plans are in the works to provide 
jobtraining and day care services. 


FCCDC, which receives support 
from the City of Newark and private 
donors, boasts a medical facility formed 
under the guidance of neurosurgeon 
Alan Butler Clark to evaluate the physical 
status of participants in the boxing pro- 
gram before and after bouts, and train 
ringside physicians, assistants, trainers, 
managers and paramedical personnel. 
At the medical facility, personnel are 
trained to recognize and diagnose 
injuries and provide emergency treat 
ment. According to Kelley, the purpose 
of King's visit was to bring attention to 
this Newark gem, its programs and ser- 
vices, and lend much needed support. 
"We're one of the best kept secrets in 
Newark," Kelley stated, "but we don't 
want to be. We want the community 
both to know about and utilize this 
beautiful facility. We offer valuable 
programs for the mind, body and spirit, 
and teach children and adults to feel 
good about themselves through physical 
finess and discipline." 


The ceremony included remarks 
from local officials, performances, a 


tour of the facility, and naming a street ` 
corner Don King Plaza. Bob Lee, 
president of the U.S. Boxing Association/ 
International Boxing Association 
(USBA/IBA), said "То my knowledge, 
no city has named a street after Don 
King. He has been an inspiration to 
legions of children, seniors and fighters, 
who fought under his banner. The renam- 
ing of the street [Custer Avenue) will let 
people know forever more that Don King 
passed this way." Mayor Sharpe James 
presented King with a proclamation and 
the key to the city. 


"Don King's career has eclipsed 
everyone in his field, yet he has not 
forgotten his roots." Kelley said. "He 
has given generously of his time and 
money to charities and philanthropic 
organizations across this country, 
especially to those that benefit our 
young people.
